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When  five  o'clock  comes,  the  "bloody  hour"  is  at  hand  for  most  of  the  children  hypno- 
tised by  the  radio  or  the  frenetic  TV  screen,  and  this  "bloody  hour"  has  a  habit  of 
growing  longer  and  longer.  For  the  older  children,  say  between  the  ages  of  nine  and 
twelve,  the  almost  imperceptible  shift  from  "children's  programs"  to  adult  "murder 
mysteries"  represents  nothing  more  than  a  slight  slackening  in  the  level  of  tension  — 
the  pacing  in  the  adult  dramas  is  a  bit  slower.  Between  murders,  treachery,  torture  of 
the  hero,  and  the  bloody  finale  the  kids  are  given  the  opportunity  to  memorize  jingles 
about  "food  products"  guaranteed  to  turn  them  into  invincible,  bullet-proof  Americans. 

The  pattern  in  these  dramas,  whether  they're  about  cowboys,  space  jockeys,  super- 
men, or  private  eyes,  is  substantially  the  same.  The  pattern  seems  to  be:  violence  met 
and  overcome  by  a  more  powerful  and  skillful  violence.  When  the  shock  treatment, 
which  includes  the  closing  commercial,  is  over,  the  kids,  after  a  quick  trip  to  the 
corner  grocery,  are  free,  presumably,  to  race  around  as  armed  and  uniformed  menaces 
to  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  neighborhood.  It's  really  a  simple  game  from  this  point 
on  —  all  the  plots  are  set  and  it  isn't  necessary  to  invent  a  thing,  all  that  has  been 
done  for  you.  And  if  the  kids  aren't  up  to  running  around,  they  can  go  to  bed  and 
dream  the  whole  thing  —  it's  just  that  real. 

The  superman,  uniformed  in  conformity  with  the  program  "type",  is  always  an 
invincible  demi-god  who,  in  the  last  analysis,  is  the  state,  the  police  force  and  the 
supreme  agent  of  moral  law.  But  no  matter  how  you  cut  the  cake,  his  worth  is  vested 
in  his  ability  to  suppress  and  destroy.  His  means  may  be  more  magical  than  those 
of  the  "bad  men",  but  they  are  no  less  suppressive  and  destructive;  and  we  all  know 
that  means  go  a  long  way  in  determining  our  supposed  ends.  So  long  as  one  gives  his 
assent  to  the  superman,  he  will,  in  the  long  run,  be  safe  —  because  the  superman  is 
always  right.  The  main  demand  is  that  the  kids  worship  the  hero,  say  yes  to  his  uniform

and  to  his  acts.  Of  course,  it's  necessary  to 
keep  a  crafty  eye  on  one's  neighbor,  because, 
as  the  dramas  demonstrate,  you  can  never  be 
sure  about  the  other  fellow.  But  the  im- 
portant thing  is  to  say  yes  to  the  superman. 
There  is  a  rather  subtle  but  fundamental 
difference  between  the  fairy  tale  with  all  its 
lopping  of  heads  and  slaying  of  dragons  and 
the  modern  "crime  drama"  for  children.  Most 
of  the  traditional  tales  speak  to  those  "magi- 
cal" transformations  within  the  psyche  of  a 
child  as  he  attempts  to  understand  and  master 
his  environment.  The  child  assumes  the  role 
of  the  hero,  but  he  assumes  that  role  as 
himself.  This,  however,  is  not  the  case  with 
the  usual  "superman"  tale,  and  here  we  come 
up  against  a  paradox.  On  the  one  hand,  the 
superman  is  too  real  to  be  magical— he's  as 
real  as  the  cop  on  the  corner.  On  the  other 
hand,  in  his  magical  role,  he  is  entirely  self- 
enclosed.  That  is,  the  superman  and  only  the 
superman  is  capable  of  such  fantastic  feats. 
The  superman  does  not  assist  us  to  do  things, 
he  is  himself  the  doer.  In  a  psychological 
sense  a  true  transference  of  power  is  impos- 
sible, one  can  only  believe  in  the  fiction  of 
the  superman  and  can  do  nothing  oneself. 
In  this  light,  the  argument  that  such   tales 


are  a  stimulus  to  the  imagination  is  nonsense. 
What  the  "superman"  requests  is  not  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  child,  but  an  act  of  obeisance 
to  a  dangerous  illusion.  Murder,  in  the  child's 
world  may  have  it's  place,  but  let's  let  the 
child  in  his  various  roles  commit  the  murder, 
not  some  fiat  in  cowboy  pants! 

You  wouldn't  have  to  go  very  deep  at  KPFA 
to  discover  the  belief  that,  ideally,  children 
shouldn't  listen  to  the  radio  at  all.  Nonethe- 
less, children  do  listen  to  the  radio  and  KPFA 
does  broadcast  children's  programs.  The  prin- 
ciple which  we  try  to  put  into  operation  in 
doing  programs  is  that  there  should  be  a  di- 
rect and  active  connection  between  the  per- 
former and  the  listener.  The  child  may  parti- 
cipate in  the  program  in  his  own  terms  — 
whether  it's  Lori  Campbell's  kitchen  orchestra, 
one  of  the  "Pyramid  Stories"  or  Al  Partridge's 
"Make  It  Yourself"  extravaganza.  The  child- 
ren's schedule  at  KPFA  is  far  from  adequate, 
but  so  long  as  we  can  keep  up  an  exchange 
between  broadcaster  and  parent  as  to  what 
constitutes  a  good  children's  program,  it  may 
be  possible  to  provide  the  kids  with  something 
to  do,  something  to  imagine,  rather  than 
something  to  which  to  succumb.
